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The above figures are for the year ending June 30, 
1925. Many voters will remember that for several 
years we have been obliged to borrow a little money 
from the next year’s appropriation in order to pay all 
of the bills which came due each June 30th. Two 
years ago you made a special appropriation of $1,500 
to take care of this old deficit. This sum was avail- 
able during the school year ending June 30th, 1925, 
and for the first time in several years, we were able 
to pay all bills without using any of the money raised 
for the next year. 

The $550 mentioned above as coming from the sale 
of property was money received from the sale of two 
abandoned school houses; one on the Stratford road 
and the other on the road leading to South Groveton. 
This money, together with some small balances left 
over from the various accounts, was used to take up 
a $1,000 note on the Principal’s house, in addition to 
the one which we had planned to pay. On July Ist, 
1925, there remained only $1,500 to be paid on the 
Principal’s house. 

Doubtless the majority of the voters will be more 
interested in the year that is now going on than in 
the one which closed six months ago. During the 
summer months some quite extensive repairs were 
made on our school buildings. At the high school 
building several of the rooms were redecorated and 
metal weather strips were placed upon the windows in 
the new wing. At the elementary building some deco- 
rating was done and the pupils’ desks were smoothed 
and varnished. Repairs were also made on the boilers. 

The number seven school building was remodeled sv 
that it now has the correct lighting. It was painted 
both on the outside and inside and several other small 
repairs made. New seats and new window shades 
were also purchased. This building is now in a better 
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condition than the average rural school building. The 
committee made a strenuous effort to increase the 
size of the playground, which is too small, by purchas- 
ing a piece of land adjoining the school house lot, but 
were unable to agree with the owner of the land on 
the price to be paid. At Northumberland the building 
was shingled. 

All our buildings are now in good condition. This 
should not be construed as meaning that nothing will 
need to be done during the coming years. Small re- 
pairs are sure to be needed from time to time and to 
neglect minor repais is not good economy. 

The transportation of school children is a problem 
of considerable importance in our town. We now 
have six different teams bringing pupils to Groveton. 
We are transporting the pupils who live in District 
No. 6 to the No. 7 school. Last fall a family having 
three children of school age, moved into a house locat- 
ed on the road leading from the No. 7 school house to 
Coos Junction. Since the distance was more than two 
miles, we were obliged to put on a team to transport 
these pupils. Because a number of small children live 
a long distance from the Northumberland school, the 
Committee has decided that it is advisable to furnish 
transportation there during the coldest weather. 

As is usually the case, we were obliged to secure 
several new teachers at the beginning of this school 
vyeary (Of our 25 teachers in town, 10 are teaching in 
Northumberland for the first time this year. Of 
these ten new teachers one comes from N. H. Univer- 
city, one from Colby, one from Bates, one from Gor- 
ham, Me. Normal and six from Plymouth Normal. 

The results of the work during the first half of this 
school year have been very gratifying. Under the 
direction of Headmaster D. P. Mattoon and his corps 
of assistants, our high school seems to be moving 
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along especially well. We are striving this year to 
put special emphasis upon training for good citizen- 
ship. While we are not neglecting our academic work, 
we are striving to give training in the everyday affairs 
of life and to make that training such that it will lead 
to character development. 

Mr. Mattoon is striving, by placing responsibilities 
upon individual pupils, to develop the characteristics 
of leadership. With this in view he is asking and re- 
ceiving the co-operation of the pupils in practically all 
matters pertaining to the organization and manage- 
ment of the school. 

At least three new features have been added to our 
school activities during the past few months: the in- 
troduction of interscholastic debating, a school orches- 
tra and school parties. Our high school has become a 
member of the N. H. Debating league. Whether we 
win or lose in our debating our pupils are sure to de- 
rive a great deal of benefit from this work. It is 
hoped that the people of the town will become as en- 
thusiastic over our debating teams as they are over 
our athletic teams. The introduction of a school or- 
chestra furnishes an excellent opportunity for those 
who do the playing to get practice and also furnishes 
much needed music for our school functions. The 
school parties which have been held in the gymnasium 
during the last few months, have been very popular 
with the students and seem to have met the approval 
of the parents. Such gatherings not only give our pu- 
pils a good time but help them to learn many lessons 
which are sure to be of great value to them later in 
life. 

Our Elementary school is also being conducted in 
its usual progressive manner. A special effort is be- 
ing made at this building this year, to make our boys 
and girls better acquainted with the duties of good 
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citizenship by getting them to form habits of reading 
a great deal of good literature. A special room has 
been fitted up for a school library. Several new books 
and magazines have been purchased and placed in this 
room. Groups of pupils from all grades are sent to 
this room, as a part of their regular work, and there 
read the books which interest them and later report 
on their reading. We hope that this plan will increase 
the reading ability of our pupils, that a taste for good 
literature will be developed and that much valuable in- 
formation and enjoyment may be gained. 

I am glad to report that at both buildings our 
teachers are very much interested in their work and 
are displaying an excellent spirit of co-operation. At 
both buildings our teachers are continually studying 
their problems and are striving to advance profession- 
ally. Professional meetings are held at least once in 
two weeks at which the ideas of the best authorities 
in the country are presented and discussed. Such dis- 
cussions keep our teachers on their mettle and the 
result must be better teaching. 

Our two rural schools are both going along very well. 
In so far as we are able, we plan to do just as good 
work in these schools as is done at the village. Both 
of these schools are fairly large for rural schools. 

Our needs for the coming year will be practically 
the same as during the present year. No new pro- 
jects are planned and I see no reason why current ex-— 
penses should be very much different from the present 
year. The detailed budget for the coming year will be 
presented at the School Meeting.
